TOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

PAris,\ filme a2-—On Priday the Commons met in 
National Afflembly, and proceeded to vote a Commit- 
tee to enquire into the caufes of the fearcity of corn, 
and the prefent difwefles of the people; another to 
draw:ap a manifefto :o the nation ; and a third to’en< 
quire into the meritsof contefted elections. In the 
interim, matters wer: ripening in the Affeniblies of 
the two other orders the patriots in which were de- 
termined to make thir laft efforts in favour of union, 
before they took a dcifive part. In the Nobles the 
majority perfifted intheir P anhel principles, and vo- 
ted a violent addrefsto the King. In the Clergy, the 
great queltion was npved, To unité with the Com- 
mons formed into tht National Aflembly ; and on a 
divifion, there were 129 for, and 137 againft the 
queftion, as premature, and nine who declined vo- 
ting—a clofe run! S:turday was the day fixed on for 
the minorities to jointhe Commons. The Duke of 
Orleans was to have xeaded about fixty Nobles to the 
Affembly ; the Archbifhops of Bourdeaux, Vienna, 
&c. the Clergy. But early in the morning a procla- 
mation was made by the Heralds at.Arms, fering 
forth, that ag the King intended to hold a Royal Sei- 
fion of the States on Monday the aad, the 


mired in the hall made to 
pend? all previous.aflemblies —Mr 
fident of the Commons, after Saag reve admifhon 
inte their hall, afflembled the Members in the Ten- 
nis-court, and at eleven o’clock gave the. following 
account.of what paffed in the morning: d 

“ At nine in the morning of the day appointed for 
the neeting of the National tAffembly, the dent 
and the two Secretaries prefented themfelves at the 
gate of the hall, which they found thut, and guafd- 
ed by foldiers. The Prefident enquired for the offi- 
cer on guard, and the Count de Vaflan appeared, and 
faid, that he had orders to fuffer no perfon to enter 
the ralls of the States General. The Prefident re- 
plied, that he protefted againft fuch orders, and 
would give an account of them to the Affembly.— 
The Count de Vaffan, however, faid, that he was 
authorifed to fuffer any papers to be removed, which 
might be ufeful to the Affembly. The Prefident ob- 
ferved, however, that part of the benches were car- 
ried off, and all the Courts filled with foldiers. He 
had im.condequence repaired to the Tennis-court, in 
the ftreet of St Francis, where the two Secretaries 
have followed him. |The Prefident then read to the 
Affembly two letters he had received from~the Mar- 
quis de Soan Matter of the Ceremonies; the firft 
in the following words: . . 

‘ The King having ordered me, Sir, to proclaim 
© by the Heralds at Arms, that he would hold a Roy- 
4 a Seffion on Monday next, the 22d of June, and 
* to prepare in confequence the different Halls of the 
€ States General, I have the honour to apprife you 
* of it. Lam, with refpect, &c.’ 

To this letter the Prefident anfwered, “* Ihave re- 
ceived, Sir, the letter, by which, &c. I have not yet 
received any ordefs to fufpend the meetings of the 
National Affembly. It is my duty to attend that 
meeting which Ihave appointed,” : 

M. de Breze replied,—* It is by, the King’s or- 
ders thas Thave the honour to acquaint you with the 

roceédings which have been commanded me ; I will 
uffer no perfon to enter the halls of the States Gene- 
ral, before the Royal Seflions.” 

When this narrative was finifhed, M. Target made 
a motion for an oath to be taken by the Members, 
which pafled without a word of oppofition. He then 
drew up the following refolution, accompanied by 
the oath : 

*¢ The National Affembly, confidering that, cal- 
led together as they are to fix the conftitution of the 
kingdom, to operate the regeneration of ye order, 
and to maintain the genuine principles of the monar- 
chy, nothing can prevent them from continuing their 
deliberations in whatfoever place they may be com- 
pelled to hold their meetings, and that wherefoever 
thé Members are collected, there is the National Af- 
fembly ; do refolve, That each Member of the Af- 
fembly thall in{tantly a folemn oath never to fe- 
f but to-aflemble together wherever circum-

blifhed and confolidated on folid foundations, and all 
the Members. collectively, and each of them feparate- 
ly, fhall confirm by their fignatures this unalterable, 
and (it is to be hoped) unanimous refolution.” 

Refolved, “ That this deliberation be immediate- 
ly printed, as well as the proceedings of the day.” 

The Prefident requefted to be permitted to be the 
firft to put his own fignature to the oath, which was 
granted with loud applaufes.
